is not a member of the profession from which the 
office should be filled. The principle followed seems 
to be the same which the new Ministry has adopted. 
The reply of the Lord Lieutenant partly tells us 
the cause of this unmitigated wrong upon an 
honourable body. His Excellency “was not aware 
that the profession claimed these situations.” He 
had no one to tell him the nature of the offices or the 
peculiarities of their administration. None but high, 
legal functionaries belonging to the Bar were around 
him ; Chancellors, Judges, Masters, County Chair- 
men. Of course ifa word were spoken about a 
vacant place, the esprit de corps urged these officials 
to seek it for their own pruſession. There is no So- 
lieitor attached to the Court, for even the Attorney 
and Solicitor-General are lawyers. The Solicitors 
were unrepresented, and therefore suffered. 

The remedy proposed by the solicitors themselves is 
4 plain and just one. They ask “that a rule be laid 
down by which all offices connected with the admi- 
nistration of the law in this country shall, in future, 
be regulated, and that those offices may be restored to 
the profession which by right belong to it.“ This is 
easily done. Once a rule is laid down, a professional 
gentleman will know what to hope for; he will not 
weary himseif and his friends in a canvass to find at 
last that the office he claims is given to an unknown 
member of another profession, or of no profession 
at all. We will get rid of heart - burnings, 
disappointments and jealousies. We are sure 
the members of the Bar would not willingly degrade 
the position of that profession upon which they so 
largely depend, or wish to deprive it of the few 
honours and emoluments they have left. 


Tur Letter of our Correspondent, T. W. B., refers 
to two instances of an evil of great magnitude and 
constant occurrence. It is, perhaps, the old story of 
benefactions lost or misappropriated. Men die and 
trustees are appointed, and trustees in turn die, and 
the Charity dies with them. No man knowsthe ex- 
tent to which this has run. When we say that there 
have been left for educational purposes alone, in Ire- 
land, above £300,000 that we know of, and that but 
£73,000 are available, our Correspondent may judge 
of the loss which has occurred in the case of cha- 
ritable benefactions in general. The Commiss‘oners 
of Endowed Schools requested Clergymen and others 
to inform them by letter of anything they knew of 
Endowments in their neighbourhood. The result 
was, they became acquainted with upwards of a hun- 
dred foundations of which they could find no record. 
With reference to the two charities our correspon- 
dent speaks of, we have made enquiries to little pur- 
pose. All we can ascertain is, that there did exist, 
some ten years since, a charity called Hume's Cuariry, 
from which the widows of deceased clergymen re- 
ceived an annual stipend varying from ten to twenty 
five pounds a-year. Weare informed that Mr. Tor- 
rens, son of Judge Torrens, was atrustee, and that the 
Rev. Mr. Ardill was also engaged in the manage- 


and our enquiries as to the Charity are baffled. 

The other charity is very trifling in amount, and 
its suppression probably arose from its insignificance, 
King William the Third, it appears, directed a sum 
ofone shilling each to be paid on every Christmas day 
to all the poor widows in the alms houses of Dublin. 
It was no great help indeed, still it was something. 
The poor helpless creatures could buy alittle tea, 
or some unwonted luxury o1 
Him who became poor for all men. A shilling in 
King William's time was worth three shillings now. 
Why has not the sum increased in the due propor- 
tion? Whereis the capital? In whose hands isthe 
charity placed? We know that within a few years 
“the shilling” has been given to some parishes in 
Dublin—why is it not given now? What good 
reason can be offered for its suppression? If the 
sum be small that is no reason why it should be 
taken from those who have nothing. Can any of 
our correspondents inform us what has become 
of it? 

These instances, however, and hundreds which we 
could name, convince us that nothing but an annual 
publication of the accounts of all our charities, 
whatever the amount, and of their disbursement, 
will remedy their abuse. Weare quite in the dark about 
our charitable endowments, and know not where to 
inquire. A man is looked upon as an officious med- 
dler if he venture to disturb the equanimity of com- 
fortable Boards by inquisitorial questions. He is sent 
from one clerk to another, and from this office to 
that, and at last he finds a divan of High Officials 
encased in the proof armour of Acts of Parliament 
ready to overwhelm him. 

We require, and we will get it before long, a com- 
mission of enquiry into all Charitable Endowments 
of every description; a Commission as stringent 
and searching as that held respecting the Endowed 
Schools, with power to examine upon oath, irrespec- 
tively of all charters. Once we have got this, we 
will be in a position to demand an annual publica- 
tion of the accounts and mode of management. 
Surely it is a perversion of the Gospel to make 
these public charities secret. Where there is no guilt 
there is no fear, and men need not blush to have the 
results of the good deeds of others known to the 
world when the management is solely their own. 
Meanwhile we will be obliged if any of our readers 
will inform us of any facts they know respecting these

etiquette and that Council of many precedents, the au- 
thority of former campaigns will go for much in the 
formation of new plans, and the machinery which has 
secured a previous success is very likely to be put into 
motion again with the hope of the same happy result. 
We expect from Marshal Hess and General Schlick a 
repetition of the plan of campaign devised and executed 
by Hess and Radetzky eleven years ago. Military tra- 
dition is everything in Austria. Radetzky served under 
Melas and Suwarrow, and Hess served under Ka- 
detzky. It is almost impossible that these 
men can fail to recur to those old Fabian 
tactics which so remarkably succeeded in restoring 
credit to the Austrian arms in 1849. When Rudetzky 
retreated before thearmy of Charles Albert, and through 
a country in full insurrection, he fell back at once. He 
avoided battle, much as the Austrians now seem to have 
done their best to avoid it, and, although he was unwil- 
lingly forced into a fight at Goito, just as Gyulai was at 
Magenta, yet he continued his retreat until he reached 
his fortresses, nor did he even stop there, but retired 
behind the district they commanded, and there awaited 
the arrival of Count Nugent and the army of reserve. 
Then came his advance, the celebrated countermarch to 
Vicenza, the armistice, the renewal of hostilities, and 
that decisive short campaign which ended with the vic- 
tory of Novara. 

The Allies, however, have a sufficiency of work still 
before them. They have this great battle of the Mincio 
yet to win, if it shall please the Austrian Emperor to 
gratify the desires of his enemies and make a stand upon 
that river. They have then to take three fortresses 
which have been elaborately strengthened and supplied 
with every engine of defence that modern warfare has 
discovered. Against the more numerous forces and the 
r.fled cannon of the French of 1839, Peschiera will op- 
pose much more perfect fortifications than those with 
which she resisted the Sardinians in 1849. Mantua is 
stronger than when Napoleon I. knocked at her gates ; 
and Verona has all the resources of the Austrian Lmpire 
at her back. But, on the other hand, military critics are 
awaking to an estimate of the danger which Austria 
runs of being taken in the rear of her fortresses by an 
army landed on the coast northof Venice. The Freneh 
are undisputed masters of the sea, and neither the old 
Napoleonic campaigns nor those of 1848 and 1849 are 
adapted tosuch a contingency. ‘To the Austrian the sea 
is always an enemy on her flank, and no position is strong 
which can be turned by Napoleon's fleet of men-of-war 
and transports. We have in the resources of these bel- 
ligerents all the elements of a sanguinary battle, perhaps 
for a protracted sieges, and even for a long-drawn war. 
It is probably hopeless to think of accommodation while 
both the combatants are strong and feel no exhaustion; 
but we cannot think that, fight as she may. Austria can 
ultimately win. How many millions of money and 
leagues of territory, and how much of military reputation, 
will she waste in protracting for a short time what, sooner 
or later, after constant defeats or alternate triumphs and 
reverses, is at last inevitable? 


The Times on the Duchess of Parma: 

The Duchess Regent of Parma is the only one of the 
Italian magnates whose fates can excite even momentary 
sympathy or commiseration. We defy the most prudent 
or far-sighted statesman to suggest anything which the 
late Regent of Parma has left undone which she should 
have done in order to preserve the inheritance of her 
children, to maintain her own good faith, and to save the 
little Duchy which she has now raled very wisely for 
many years from the horrors of civil war and foreign in- 
vasion. It is but a small Sovereignty, after all, this one 
of Parma, for the two Duchies of Parma and Piacenza 
contain a population of barely halt a-million souls. 
It was grim old Paul IIL, who first dismembered L»m- 
bar ty for the benefit of Pietro Luigvy Farnese, his son, 
and in that family these two Dachies remained until 
the extinction of the male descendants of the line. 
They then passed to the Spanish Bourbons, and 
a descendant of that house was actually reigning in 
Parma when the first Napoleon, at the head 
of the French revolutionary armies, burst into Italy, 
and with a turn of his sword upset arrangements 
which had been planned at the Escurial and 
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With all this it was 
when once the Battle of the 
Italy that the patriotism, or vir- 

or the Duchess-Regent would long 
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maintain an attitude of neutrality. She would not 
the Austrians, for she 
to . she and her 
redecessors—rulers of Parma—by the faith of Treaties. 
Neither would she act against tne Allies, for that would 
have been to fight against the cause of Italian indepen- 
dence. She permitted her suljjects to take their own 
way, and, as we are informed, some 3,000 volunteers 
from this little Duchy made their way into Piedmont 
just before and after the declaration of war. It did not, 
owever, suit the purpose of the extreme section of the 
malcontents to leave the Government in session of 
the field, nominally or otherwise, and accordingly a fort- 
night or so back they rase, drove the Duchess and her 
adherents out of the téwn, and set up a Provisional Go- 
vernment. Now, mark the difference between the conduct 
of this lady and that of the runaway Grand Duke 
of Tuscany! Even in the midst of the tumult, and 
although she was absolutely driven out of her capital 
by the insurrection, she remained close at hand to de- 
fend the inheritance of her children. Within thirty- 
six hours of the time when she was first driven away 
the Duchess-Regent was back in Parma by the help 
of that portion of her little army which remained 
well affected to her rule. The Provisional Ministry 
fell, and Louise Marie was again reinstated in 
her honours. She had previously sent her children 
away into Switzerland, but for their sakes she remained 
in person to confront any danger that might merely 
threaten her own life. It soon, however, became obvious 
to the Duchess and to her councillors that she and they 
could not restrain their own adherents from abusing the 
victory they had just gained ; and the hour of retribu- 
tion was sure to follow. For the sake, then, of the peo- 
ple of Parma, and for the ultimate benefit of her children, 
she resolved to yield at once to the strength of a current 
she was unable to stem, and to leave behind her in Parma 
only recollections which would be favourable to her name 
in case she or her children be thought of when the ulti- 
mate settlement of Italy takes place. She has with- 
drawn from a struggle in which her aid can be of no 
avail to either party,—not into the camp of one or other 
of the combatants, but into a neutral country. Before 
departing she set her house in order, and made such ar- 
rangements as would enable the people of the Duchy to 
establish a settled order of things without injury to any 
interest, and without delay. It is quite refreshing, in 
the midst of the miserable chrouicles of Italian misrule, 
to come across such an instance of courage, humanity, 
and good sense as this one ofthe Duchessof Parma. It 
would be idle to speak of what fate many await her and 
her children in the end, but certainly Louise Marie of 
Parma has shown herself worthy of empire.

irticularly desirous to state to me the sentiments under which 
e was about to take the field; but in consequence of my ab- 
sence from Paris, His San . just before his departure, had 
written to Count Walewski, 2 te him to assure me that 
in assuming the command of his army His Majesty inten- 
tions were to localize the war as much as possible, to respect 
the neutrality of Germany, to give no countenance to any at- 
tempts at revolution, more Ur with regard to Turkey 
whose possessions in the Adriatic would be scrupalously 
respected, and to confine his military operations to driving the 
Austrians out of the Lombardo-Venetian King‘lom. His, 
Majesty further declared that he would ever ready to 
treat peace, when suitable conditions were offered him. 
„did not conceal from Count Walewski my apprehensions 
that the Emperor’s programme could not be carried out. It 
was not likely, I said, that Austria would consent to dispossess 
herself of her Italian possessions until after a series of re- 
verses that — bring the French troops to the walls of 
Vienna. Under such circumstances, I hardly needed to add 
that the war would not remain localized, or a purely Austrian 
and Italian war. Ihen, again, with r to the Emperor's 
intention to give no countenance to revolutivns, but little at - 
tention would be paid to that assurance so long as inia, 
the friend and ally of France, was acting in a diametrically 
contrary spirit. Nobody would believe that France could not 
prevent this. However, the Emperor's declaration with re- 
rd to Turkey would be received with satisfaction by her 
Majesty's Jovernment, and I trusted that the French Govern- 
ment would exert the influence which they over the 
Russian and Sardinian Governments to induce them to abstain 
from — Nw gs my in the Fast. 
“Count W replied that he had great hopes that the 
war would not be of long duration, and that a months 
would see the end of it. 
“With respect to the observations which I bad made re- 
ing the proceedings of Sardinia, Count Walewski said 
that he coincided in them entirely, and that be had a long 
conversation on this subject with the Emperor previous to 
his Majesty’s departure ; and, with his Majesty’s authoriza- 
tion, he had written to Turin to say that Sardinia must re- 
nounce all kind of isolated action, and must, moreover, abstain 
from giving any encouragement whatever to the revolution- 
ary party in Italy. 
“ Alluding to what I had said with regard to Turkey, 
Count Walewski observed that he had received the most une- 
uivocal assurances from the Russian Government of their 
desire to see the tranquility of Turkey maintained.

A letter from Alessandria, of the 12th, says: 

Within the last few days the Chasseurs of the Appen- 
nines have arrived here, and are lodged in the citadel. 
Instead of General Ulloa, who was at first selected for the 
command of this corps, but has since been named 
ral-in-chief in Tuscany, the Neapolitan Colonel Boldoni 
is charged with the definitive organisation of these three 
battalions which will soon go to join Garibaldi. That 
celebrated partisan is to be promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant-general, and he will unite under his command 
the chasseurs of the Alps with those of the Appennines, 
whose numbers will be increased by Lombard volunteers 
as the tricoloured flag advances. Among the chasseurs 
of the Appennines are two political celebrities of Tuscany 
-M. Montanelli, Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1848-9, 
who serves in the ranks, and M. Malenchini, one of the 
three chiefs of the provisional government, and after- 
wards Minister of War, who holds the rank of major. 
Alessandria is now surrounded with tents ; which 
are the first objects that strikes the eye of tra- 
vellers arriving by the different lines of rail- 
way. Alessandria, like Mechlin in Belgium, is the 
central point in which all the railways of the 
country meet. While on the subject of railways allow 
me to say that the service could not be better organised 
to second the skilful strategical combinations of the Em- 
peror Napoleon. In acknowledgment of this fact, M. 
Bona, the Piedmontese minister of public works, has 
been made grand cross of the Legion of Honour by the 
Emperor, and his Majesty has expressed himself in the 
most flattering manner as to the service of the railways. 
That commendation is the more valuable as proceeding 
from the chiet of a country in which the management of 
railways has attained an extraordinary degree of 
fection. Alessandria can boast a good number of 
churches, there being not less that twenty, but five only 
are now used for public worship, the rest being used for 
military purposes. While I am writing, the cannons 
which the Austrians left spiked at Pavia and Milan are 
being brought in.

The Aus- 
trians, wiser than their forefathers, or perhaps made 
wiser by their own experience at the Ponte di Buffalora 
and Ponte di Magenta, have taken the precaution of de- 
stroying the bridge. Well, where there is no bridge, no 
bridge can be taken. Had this been done to General 
Bonaparte, as was intended, in 1796, it would have been a 
serious inconvenience to him, for it would have delayed 
his following on the heels of the retreating Austrian army. 
As for us, ‘ Nous nous en moquons.’ The circumstances 
are widely different. The passage of the Adda might 
have offered some difficulty to the army of 
the French Republic, which was scarcely so large as one 
of our corps d’armée, but it is no obstacle worth men- 
tioning for an army like that of the Allies; and then we 
have not the same interest to press back the enemy’s 
forces as General Buonaparte had. In his time the 

ustrians had, militarily speaking, little or no hold in 
Upper Italy. Once or twice beaten in the open field, 
they had to make the best of their way to the and 
Carinthia; all they could do was to lea ve a few thousand 
men in Mantua, and the war was ended until they could 
collect in the mountains fresh forces, and attempt to 
regain the lost und. Now this is all changed. 
The Austrians have in the heart of Upper Italy 
a kind of Sebastopol, connected with the rest of 
the empire, not by long, inhospitable steppes, but 
by excellent roads, and in many parts even by 
railways. Austria can thus, even better than Russia, 
concentrate all her forces at this extremity, which has 
been prepared for the purpose by the work of years and 
the expenditure of millions. Any pressure on her re- 
treating “ A only bring it nearer to its strong- 
hold, from which it ought never to have come out ; and 
no pressure would be sufficient to get into the strong- 
hold her with the retreating army.

sions I recognised Washington riding on horseback, un. 
accompanied-by anyone. He was going out to see his 
houses on Capitol Hill, as I supposed. They were burnt 
by the British in 1814. My youthful eye was riveted 
on him until he disappeared, and that for ever. | was 
surprised that he did not once look at the parade; so far 
as | could discover, on the contrary he appeared indiffe- 
rent to the whole scene. 

It has been my privilege to see the best likenesses of 
the chief. The one, of all others, most resembling him 
is that prefixed to the first volume of “ Irving's Life of 
Washington.“ All the rest wanted the animation which 
I perceived in his features. 

In personal appearance Washington has never been 
equalled by any man in the United States. [agree with
